U.N. refuses Croatian aid until fighting ends 


ZAGREB, Yugoslavia — Fighting continued in Croatia Sunday even 
though a new cease-fire was to take effect in the secessionist republic and pave 
the way for the deployment of U.N. peacekeepers. 

Thirteen previous truce agreements mediated by the European Community 
all failed to halt the fighting in the 5-month-old civil war, and the United 
Nations says it will not send peacekeepers unless a cease-fire holds. 

In Rome, U.N. Secretary-General Javier Perez de Cuellar said he was 
“hopeful” about the latest truce. 

No specific time was set for the cease-fire to take effect, and there were no 
signs that the warring sides were complying. 

Serbian President Slobodan Milosevic indicated it might take some time for 
the truce to take firm hold. “It has to be taken into account that the road from 
ideas and proposals to their implementation is neither easy nor simple,” he told 
the Belgrade daily Politika. 

Cyrus Vance, the U.N. envoy who mediated the latest agreement on 
Saturday, said both sides seemed to sincerely want peacekeepers and he 
hinted at a possible compromise on how such a force would be deployed. 

Serbia has called for peacekeepers to separate ethnic groups on Croatian 
territory. Croatia, which fears that would legitimize the seizure of about a 
third of Croatian territory: by Serb forces, wants the peacekeepers on the 
official border between the republics. 


SLC chemical vapor accident halts traffic 


SALT LAKE CITY — A cloud of sulfur dioxide vapor from a westside 
chemical company forced road closures around a large industrial area Sunday, 
and several people were treated for respiratory distress and headaches. The 
leak, which originated at Thatcher Chemical Co., 1900 Fortune Road, was 
reported at about 3:45 p.m. 

Fire crews and hazardous materials specialists were dispatched to find the 
leak, and a ruptured hose was repaired at about 5:25 p.m., said salt Lake Fire 
Capt. Dan Andrus. 

The fire department closed off the area from 400 to 2100 South and from 
redwood Road to Interstate-215, where traffic was being restricted. The 
closure was expected to last until about 7 p.m. The company is located in a 
heavily industrial area with few residential areas, Andrus said. “We’re lucky 
it’s Sunday. If this was a weekday we'd be in trouble, ”he said. Sulfur dioxide is 
a toxic substance with a rotten-egg smell that can be life-threatening if a 
person gets very close to it. Otherwise, said Andrus, “It’s just very irritating.” 


LDS Church reaffirms moral standards 


The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints issued a letter to its 
members Sunday that reaffirmed its commitment to high standards of moral 
behavior. 

“The Lord’s standard of moral conduct is abstinence outside of lawful 
marriage and fidelity within marriage,” the First Presidency of the LDS 
Church stated the letter that was to be read to Church members across the 
world. 

“Any other sexual contact, including fornication, adultery, and homosexual 
and lesbian behavior, is sinful,” the letter continued. “These sins, though 
portrayed as acceptable and even normal by many in the world, are grievous in 
the sight of God.” Calling upon all members to renew their commitment to 
moral living, the First Presidency said, “Our only real safety, physically and 
spiritually, lies in keeping the Lord’s commandments.” 

Church leaders and members were encouraged to reach out with love and 
understanding to those struggling with moral issues. 

“Many will respond to Christlike love and inspired counsel as they receive an 
invitation to come back,” the letter concluded. 


Gays ask LDS Church to support bill 


SALT LAKE CITY — The leader of a Utah gay and lesbian group has 
asked leaders of The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints to endorse 
protection for homosexuals in a hate crimes bill being considered by a legisla- 
tive committee. 

David Nelson of Gay and Lesbian Utah Democrats said Thursday that he 
met about four weeks ago with Stuart Reid of the Church’s public affairs office. 

Nelson said that as a result, church leaders are “seriously considering 
endorsing the bills as written.” 

But church spokesman Don LeFevre said Friday it is doubtful the church 
will take a position either way. 

“He asked for a church endorsement but there hasn’t been any so far,” 
LeFevre said, adding that church leaders “very rarely” neon a stance on 
pending legislation. .

BYU enforce the curfew every 
Thursday, so women would have at 
least one night a week when they felt 
safe walking on campus. 

“Women are not responsible for 
rape, but they still need to be careful 
and take some responsibility to pre- 
vent it. The curfew will not work, 
because trying to take. away, men’s 
freedom will never give women more 
freedom,” LeVar said. 

By alienating men, LeVar said, it 
will make it harder for change to take 
place. She said lecturing to men will 
not cause them to change their views,

feast in 1621, turkey and Thanksgiving 
have blended into one tradition. 

Though the nostalgic picture of the 
turkey remains, a modern company provides 
Thanksgiving’s main course. 

Like many aspects of modern life, turkeys have 
become big business. The Moroni Feed Company, 
located in Sanpete County, is the state’s only 
turkey processing plant. 

Started in 1938, the company, which is a coopera- 
tive venture between several farmers and busi- 
nesses, has steadily expanded to become the 
county’s largest employer.

Thanksgiving has become a 
fairly predictable ritual in my fam- 
ily: the menu hasn’t deviated in 
years, my mom drops pumpkin pies 
on the floor, and I bring my dirty 
laundry home to wash. 

I’ve only missed the festivities 
once in the past five years, and it’s 
worth braving the 10-hour road- 
trip, snowstorms and Los Angeles 
pollution to spend the day eating 
myself into lethargy with the peo- 
ple I love most. 
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There are about 100 producers in the co-op, who 
provide turkeys, said Leonard Blackham, owner of 
the Batuf Farm. All of the turkeys grown in the 
county are in association with the co-op. 

Blackham said the co-op provides all needed ser- 
vices to the turkey growers. 

“The co-op provides certain functions which are 
hard for an independent grower to provide,” he 
said. 

The services include the breeding stock, laying 
hens, a hatchery, feed mill, processing plant, a 
veterinary department and a service station. 

The Moroni company has yearly production of 72 
million pounds of turkey products. There are 85 
variations of products including smoked turkey, 
turkey ham, sausage, steak and roast. 

All of the birds are marketed through the 


Norbest brand, Blackham said. The Moroni plant 
provides approximately 30 percent of the Norbest 
turkeys. The other turkeys come from Oregon, 
Nebraska and Minnesota. : 

‘The consumption of turkey meat has increased 
during the last 10 years. “Americans will consume 
an average of 19 pounds of turkey meat each year,” 
said Dave Bailey, plant vice president and process- 
ing manager. Nearly seven of the 19 pounds will be 
eaten during the last three months of the year. 
“People are discovering turkey as they become 
more concerned about health,” said Blackham. 
“And they are liking what they find.” 

Bailey said the company is very conscientious 
about quality in their meat, adding that people of 
today eat “safer, healthier and tastier food than 
ever in the history of the world.”

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Cougars crush in-state rival Utah 
Win sends BYU to Holiday Bowl against lowa on Dec. 30

The BYU football team sent its se- 
niors out in style Saturday by whip- 
ping in-state rival University of Utah 
48-17, locking up a third consecutive 
conference title, and receiving an in- 
vitation to the Holiday Bowl. 

BYU will face No. 7-ranked Iowa 
Dec. 30 in the Cougars’ third trip to 
the Holiday Bowlin as many years. 

“Tt’s been a tough week really,” 
said a relieved BYU head coach LaV- 
ell Edwards after the game. Edwards 
said the Cougars thought they had 
the Holiday all locked up after’ last 
week’s tie against San Diego State 
but then they were told something 
different. “The guys really picked 
themselves up and got themselves 
ready to go out and play today.” 

During the week before the game, 
Edwards said he expected “a very 
spirited, emotional and hard-hitting 
game” with Utah, and that’s exactly 
what he and Cougars got — for the 
first quarter anyway. 

Utah jumped all over BYU at the 
outset after Cougar Eric Mortensen 
fumbled the opening kickoff and Utah 
recovered. Ute quarterback Mike 
Richmond hit Bryan Rowley on a 19- 
yard touchdown on Utah’s first play 
from scrimmage to make the score 
7-0. 

On the Cougars’ next possession, 
Ute Todd Lawson intercepted quar- 
terback Ty Detmev’s first pass of the 
day to set up a 28-yard field goal by 
Chris Yergensen and Utah jumped 
out to 10-0 lead only three minutes 
into the game. 

“That was just a horrendous start,” 
said BYU head coach LaVell Ed- 
wards, “We were lucky to come out of 
that being behind by only 10 points.” 

Detmer quickly shifted the Cou- 
gars into the payback mode on their 
next drive though, when he threw a 
pass to Eric Drage from the Cougars’ 
end zone that Drage caught and took 
97 yards for the touchdown. 

The Detmer to Drage combination 
worked for two more touchdowns on 
the day, one for 33 yards and one of 
18. Drage finished with six receptions 
for 188 yards. 


Detmer completed 18 of 29 passes 
for 378 yards and five touchdown 
passes and one running touchdown. 
Detmer finished his career with 
15,031 passing yards. 

“That first catch of his (Drage) was 
a key for us. I don’t know if the defen- 
sive man was out of position or if the 
pass just went over his head, but that 
was a real key for us,” Edwards said. 
“Drage has continued to have a very 
outstanding year.” 

Starting with excellent field posi- 
tion on the next possession, Detmer 
showed he can run when he scrambled 
14 yards for another BYU score to 
give BYU a 14-10 lead. 

Utah bounced right back with an 
84-yard bomb from Richmond to 
Rowley to make the score 17-14 for 
the Utes, but that would be their final 
points of the day. Rowley was the 
only shining spot for Utes offensively; 
grabbing five catches for 121 yards 
and two touchdowns. 

From that point, the Cougar de- 
fense caught the payback fever and- 
fizzled Utah’s offense. It was all BYU 
from then on. 

After tossing two TD passes to 
Rowley, about the only players catch- 
ing Richmond’s passes were dressed 
in blue. Gomes got the first Richmond 
interception, then defensive back 
Josh Arnold picked one off, then back 
to Gomes for what was Richmond’s 
last pass of the game. He was re- 
placed early in the third quarter by 
Jason Woods. 

Woods didn’t fare much better, 
throwing for just 65 yards and was 
intercepted twice; once by Arnold and 
once by linebacker Rocky Biegel. 

“Our goal was to play better de- 
fense today than we played against 
SDSU and I think we definitely did,” 
said Gomes. “We got put in some 
tough spots but we pulled together. 
We know we're a good defensive team 
and as far as those over in Salt Lake 
City are concerned, I think we’ve got 
a better defense than them.” 

Commenting on the interceptions, 
Gomes said, “I’m in a dream land 
right now, I could never imaging get- 
ting one interception in a game, let 
alone two. On the first one I just got 
my hands up and it just hit me and
